idly, until they trebled the amount held 
before the bank‘s removal. Last Decem- 
ber, after the withdrawals during the 
bank disturbances, the Oriental still held 
more than $5,500,000 deposits.

The officials of the State Banking De- 
partment said yesterday that it would be 
a matter of some days before they would 
complete the task of checking up the 
bank's books, a labor which is made more 
difficult by the large number of branches, 
It was said at the main office of the 
bank, however, that the officers were 
confident that depositors would be paid 
in full before a month had elapsed. 

One official went so far as to say that 
he believed the necessity of appointing a 
receiver might be avoided, and that the 
bank would be able to put its affairs in 
such shape as to reopen.

On ednesday the bank's debit balance 
at the Clearing House was about $128,000, 
the greater part of which was the liability 
of an institution for which it cleared, and 
which paid up promptly. The Thomas 
loans remaining in the bank, this officer 
said, totaled 220,000, and neither the 
Thomases nor the Heinzes had kept = 
but a trifling interest in the bank's stoc 
since the October panic. 


The Bank’s Position. 


President Sullivan decided yesterday not 
to make public any statement of the 
bank’s condition at the time of its clos- 
ing until the State Banking Department 
had finished its work of checking up the 
books, 

Before the financial flurry of October, 
in which all of the banks which had fallen 
under the influence of the Thomas, 
Heinze, or Morse interests suffered se- 
verely, the Mechanics and Traders’ had 
deposits totaling $23,605,000.

BRYAN IN CONFERENCE. 


Wants Publicity for Campaign Re- 
ceipts and Payments Befcre Election. 
Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 30.—W. J. Bryan 
returned to Washington this morning 
somewhat reeovered from the strain of 
his vigorous but fruitless search during 
his previous visit here for the “ guardians 
of the: party "’ who were to have advised 
him to be its Warwick instead of its can- 
didate. His first engagement was at a 
young ladies’ school, where he made a 
very short talk. 

Mr. Bryan presented his views before 
two House committees to-day, urging the 
passage of the Campaign Publicity bill 
before the Committee on the Election of 
President and Vice President and coun- 
seling with the minority members of 
the Banking ang Currency Committee, 

The Committee on the Election of Pres- 
ident and Vice President has about one 
meeting every two years, but was called 
to-day in extraordinary session to hear 
Mr. Bryan. He took up the general prin- 
ciple of the publication of receipts and 
disbursements of campaign funds. 

He laid stress on the idea that the pub- 
licity should be before and not after the 
election, declaring that it is much better 
to lock the door before the horse is stolen. 

The meeting of the Democrats of the 
Banking and Currency Committee was 
held immediately after adjournment. Mr. 
Bryan talked informally with the mem- 
bers on the subject of currency legisla- 
tion, and especially about the insurance 
by the National Government of all bank 
deposits. He took up several features of 
the Aldrich bill and pointed out some of 
the reasons why he thought it was not in 
harmony with Democratic doctrines. 

He said he was not in favor of an 
emergency currency to be issued by banks 
at all. When financial crises arise the 
Government should issue additional Treas- 
ury notes, to be lent to the banks at a 
reasonable rate of interest, so that they 
could be easily retired when the emerg- 
ency Is over. 

Mr. Bryan had as his dinner guests this 
evening Senator Culberson, leader of the 
minority in the Senate; John Sharp Will- 
fams, the Democratic House leader, and 
Representative Clayton of Alabama, 
Chairman of the House Democratic 
caucus. The purpose of the dinner was to 
continue the discussion of the legislative 
programme which Mr. Bryan has been 
urging on the Democrats in Congress, 


BRYAN’S PLAN “ ASININE.” 


Ex-Judge Parker Says He Had Better 
Let Rooseveitism Alone. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 30.—The report 
that William Jennings Bryan expects to 
become the residuary legatee to the 
Roosevelt policies and couple them with 
him own in making his campaign for the 
Presidency, greatly interested ex-Judge 
Alton B, Parker of New York, the last 
Democratic standard-bearer, who was 
here to-day on legal business. 

In discussing the report the Judge said 
he regarded it as the most “asinine”’ 
suggestion that had been made, but did 
not question the roy Sve A of the report. 

The reason Judge Parker thought such 
@ move would be asinine is that Bryan 
already has support in the South and 
West, where radical policies are in favor, 
and, therefore, does not need to take such 
a step, while in the East anything but 
radicalism is desired. He took the stand 
that Bryan would gain more strength in 
New York, New Jersey, Ohio, and New 
England by getting away from Roose- 
veltism than by running into it. 

The Republican situation was far more 
interesting to Judge Parker than the 
discussion of who shall be the nominee 
of the Democrats. He declared it to be 
his belief that Roosevelt would take an- 
other nomination in the event that Taft 
fails to capture the convention. He said 
he not only thought Roosevelt would “ ac- 
cept’ the nomination, but that he would 
reach out for it. 

“The nomination of Gov. Hughes would 
be acceptable to the business interests of 
the country,’ said Judge Parker, ‘ but 
he does not seem to stand in a very ad- 
vantageous position. He is popular in 
New York and can get anvthing he wants 
except delegates. f course, he will get 
selgentes, but they will be delegates with 

rks."

At “Harmony” Dinner of Several 


Hundred Jersey Democrats. 


Several hundred Democrats from all 
parts of New Jersey participated in a

IRISH TERRORISM 
STIRS SILENT PEER 


After 24 Years in Parliament 
Lord Langford Makes His 
Maiden Speech. 


TELLS OF CATTLE DRIVING 


Londonderry Declares the Government 
Has Practically Sanctioned Vio- 
lence by the Nationalists. 


LONDON, Jan. 80.—A startling presen- 
tation of the state to which Ireland has 
been brought by the * reign of terrorism ”’ 
instituted by the Nationalists was made 
to-day in the House of Lords by the Mar- 
quis of Londonderry and other peers. It 
was charged against the Government that 
it practically had given the Nationalists 
permission to resort to terrorism in order 
to make sure of their continued support 
of the Government in the House of Com- 
mons. 

The remarks of the Marquis of London- 
derry gave great satisfaction to his asso- 
ciates of the Irish peerage, and his senti- 
ments are so infectious that even Lord 
Langford, who has been a representative 
peer of Ireland since 1884, broke his si- 
lence of twenty-four years and devoted 
his maiden speech to a recital of his per- 
sonal experiences with cattle driving out- 
side his own gates, 

The Marquis of Londonderry declared 
that the present state of Ireland was 
worse than its state in the dark days of 
the early eighties, when murder and out- 
rage were of frequent occurrence, and 
he attributed the conditions entirely to 
the cowardice of the Government. The 
lawbreakers, he asserted, had the audacity 
to declare that they had at their back 
members of the Government, and it was 
even reported that the constabulary had 
been ordered not to come into actual con- 
tact with them. 

The Marquis pointed out that when Mr. 
Bryce vacated the Chief Secretaryship 
he reported that the condition of Ireland 
was reassuring, but soon after Mr. Bir- 
Fels advent, cattle raiding was begun, 
and it had now spread to ten counties. 
| The Judges were paralyzed in the sections 
subject to coercion by the Irish League, 
and trial by jury was a farce, out of 237 
prisoners tried only 8 being convicted. 
Even the Government’s own Irish Attor- 
ney General had declared that if the

WASHINGTON, Jan. &0.—It is reported 
here to-night that the message which 
President Reosevelt is expected to send 
to Congress to-morrow dealing partly with 
the necessity for the enactment of a new 
employers’ Mability law and partly with 
other corporation subjects, is only the 


first of a series of messages {n which he 
will endeavor to bring about legislation 


to carry out some of the more important 
of his recommendations along the line of 
the “ Roosevelt policies.” 

In other words, the President does not 
intend to permit the reactionaries in Cone 
gress to stall off action on some of the 


measures he is desirous of having enacted 
if he can help it. He will not let the 
Democrats under Bryan’s personal lead- 
ership put the Republicans in a hole by 
such tactics and get the credit through- 
out the country which would result from 
the successful carrying out of such a 
course, 

Congress assembled in December with 
the expectation of putting in a lively five 
or six months working on bills to carry 
out the. President’s recommendations for 
legislation to obtain further Federal con- 
trol of corporatiors, to prevent over- 
capitalization and in other ways to carry 
out the Roosevelt policies. 

But it has beea evident for some time 
that the leaders in both Senate and House 
were not disposed to follow any such pro- 
gramme. They have decided that few 
measures of general legislation should go 
through besides the currency Dill, and 
through besides the Currency Dill, and 
been passed it would be a good time to 
go home and stand on that record. The 
indications now are, however, that the 
President has determined to make a fight 
for some of his plans. 

He is convinced, and the Taft men agree 
with him, that the Roosevelt policies are 
the most popular issues on which the 
Republicans can go into the campaign. 
In that they have the judgment of Bryan 

ito support them. They mean, therefore, to 
{show the country that they are just as 
emphatically for those policies as ever, 
and that if there is any relaxation in 
Congress it is on the part of the sup- 
porters of other candidates than Taft. 

At the same time, the anti-Roosevelt- 
Taft men in the Senate and House are 
saying that a candidate who stands on 
the Roosevelt platform this year cannot 
‘win. They have effected a working al- 
liance among all the favorite sons, and 
are now busily endeavoring to hook up 
with the Hughes men in New York and 
elsewhere, 

Friends of all the anti-Taft candidates 
who are classed as reactionaries by the 
White House have been working together 
for some time, with the understanding 

i that when the time comes they will pool 
i their strength and give it to that one 
!of them who stands the best chance of 
| beating Taft. Part of their programme 
!is to prevent any legislation at this ses- 
| Sion in furtherance of the Roosevelt pol- 
iicies. The indications now aré that the 
President has picked up the gage and 
i that the session will be lifted out of its 
| do-nothing state after all, 


For two days rumors have been circu- 

‘lating in the Wall Street district regard-

-velt is to lay before Congress to-day, and | 
the wildest guesses have been made on 
the Stock Exchange and elsewhere as to 
the character of the document.

Currency bill was reported to the Senate.

THE Times this morning. Senator Aldrich 
announced that he expected to get the 
bill up for consideration about Feb. 10, 
and it is generally believed it will be 
passed and sent to the House within two 
weeks, 

There are probabilities that changes 
will be made in the Senate, although they 
will not substantially alter the measure. 
When it reaches the House, however, 
some important amendments will be of- 
fered. The most interesting of the pro- 
posed changes is one which would\ make 
high-class commercial paper as well as 
bonds a basis for the issue of currency. 
This idea, it was learned to-day, will 
have influential backing and a strong ef- 
fort will be made to put it into the bill. 
The plan is to accept commercial paper 
at from 60 to 75 per cent. of its face value 
as a ‘basis of currency. 

In reporting the bill, he said the minor- 
ity of the committee may also present a 
measure, which was confirmed by Sena- 
tor Bailey, who asserted that “at least 
a part of the minority would offer a. sub- 
stitute.”” This was taken to mean that 
he would move to substitute his green- 
back measure when ourrency legislation 
is taken up. 

It was suggested by Senator Aldrich 
that there may have to be another amend- 
ment offered in relation to the use of 
railroad bonds as security for emergency 
circulation. He did not outline tne 
amendment he had in mind, but it will be 
for the purpose of meeting objections to 
that feature of the bill urged in the Fi- 
nance Committee to-day by Senator 
Daniel. 

When the committee met to vote on 
the bill Senator Daniel tore to pieces the 
provision’ made in regard to the use of 
the railroad bonds, on the ground that 
it would shut out practically all the 
bonds of the Southern railroads. 

The bill provides that the use of railroad 
bonds shall be limited to railroads which 
have paid dividends of not less than 4 
per cent. annually of their entire capital 
stock for a period of not less than five 
years prior to the deposit of the bonds. 

It was stated by Senator Danie! that the 
Illinois Central and the Louisville & 
Nashville Railroads were the only lines 
operating in the South that could meet 
these requirements. He presented a table, 
showing that the provision requiring the 
payment to have been on all of the cap- 
ital stock for five years would eliminate 
the bonds of fourteen lines. 

Senator Daniel indicated that he would 
|draw an amendment intended to qualify 
some of the bonds of these railroads, in 
order that the South may reap benefit 
from their inclusion in the list of se- 
curities that may be used in taking out 
emergency circulation.

MAIL SUBSIDY FAVORED. 


Bill Puts Slow Boats on Same Basis 
with Fast Ones.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 30.—All that re- 
mains of several years’ campaign for the 
passage of a general ship subsidy was re- 
ported favorably from the Senate Com- 
mittee on Commerce to-day. 

It authorizes the Postmaster General to 
ay for ocean mail service on routes to 
outh America, to the Philippines, via 
Japan and China, and to Australasia. the 
sum of $4 per outward mile on routes 
4,000 miles or more long, on ships of 16 
knots speed. 

This places these slow vessels on an 
equality with vessels of 20 knots or more 
speed. The Pacific lines and the South 
American routes have been shut out under 
the act of March 3, 1891, as the Postmas- 
ter General was not permitted to make 
contracts with vessels other than first 
class, which means 20 knots or more.

NO INSANITY, HE CONTENDS 


Admits, However, That the Prisoner 
Had Strong Provocation for 
Killing Stanford White. 


District Attorney Jerome summed up 
the case for the prosecution yesterday in 
the trial of Harry K. Thaw for the mur- 
der of Stanford White, and amazed a 
crowded courtroom and the defense by his 

cold and deliberate attack on the insanity 
; Plea. Justice Dowling will charge the 
| Jury this morning. i 
| It had been confidently expected that 

the District Attorney’s plea for the ven- 

geance of the written law would be as di- 

rect and forceful as it was at the close of 

the former trial, But he disappointed the 
expectant ones, even though he did not 
visibly weaken his case of deliberate 
homicide. He even went so far as to 
justify Thaw in his hatred for White be-| 
cause of the harm done the woman Thaw | 

afterward married. 3 

There was a stir itn the courtroom 
when the District Attorn#y suggested 
the possibility of a verdict of less than 
the first degree. He said that such 
an obligation rested upon the j if 
the evidence had not clearly established 
the murder of White as premeditated. 

If it was found that the shooting was 
not the result of premeditation, he said 
that a second-degree verdict must follow. 
If the jury was convinced that the roof 
garden tragedy occurred at a moment 
' when the prisoner was swept by a sud- 
den fury at sight of his arch enemy, man- 
slaughter might be the logical verdict. 

Mr, Jerome, going a step further, ad- 
vised the jury that it was their duty to 
acquit the prisoner if they were con- 
vinced that the killing of White was the 
work of a madman.

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NEW YORK IN THE CRISIS. 


Congress {n its wisdom directed that 
the Treasury deposits should be dis- 
tributed equitably among the National 
banks of the country. And Senator 
ALpRIcH’s bill includes a similar pro- 
vision regarding the emergency cur~- 
rency. Yet Secretary CorTELYoU’s re- 
port abounds with details both of how 
he was embarrassed by the provision 
which it is proposed now to repeat and 
of its uselessness. In other words, the 
provision merely panders to @ prejudice 
against New York, in the face of proof 
that New York deserves rather esteem 
than prejudice, as proved by voluntary 
conduct regarding matters not regu-~- 
lated by law. 

Secretary CorTELYov makes this clear 
in his account of New York’s services 
in relieving the demand for currency 
caused by hoarding during the crisis. 
It is not the present purpose to criti- 
cise those responsible for the hoarding, 
although Secretary CorTeLyrou places 
the responsibility clearly upon banks 
holding what may be called an excess 
of reserves. Needless to say that these 
were not New York banks with their 
bold and honorable deficit of fifty-four 
millions. That measured the lengths to 
which New York went for the good of 
the country. Secretary CORTELYOU 
places the hoarding at $296,125,460. 
‘. Of this great absorption of currency, 
about one-tenth of the entire monetary 
circulation of the Nation, more than 
two-thirds fell upon New York. That 
is to say, the National banks outside of 
New York recruited their resources at 
the expense of New York. The New 
York National banks not only dipped 
into their reserves, they imported and 
distributed ninety-five millions of gold. 
And they sent to the country “all of 
the money the Government deposited 
with them.” Of the three hundred 
millions absorbed by the country New 
York City supplied $218,275,304. 

Before the hoarding began the banks 
of New York held Treasury deposits of 
8 per cent. of their aggregate capital, 
and banks outside of New York held 
12 per cent. of their capital. Under 
pressure of the crisis the Treasury in- 
ereased its deposits in New York 
to 26 per cent. of banking capital, 
and from 11 to 15 per cent. in other 
sections. Now, was this equitable or 
inequitable? And since no standard 
of equity is supplied, would it be more 
equitable to distribute such Govern- 
ment favors according to population or 
to necessity as measured by defictetiey 
of reserves, by extravagant money 
rates, or otherwise? And if the money 
is to be deposited equitably, ought it 
not to be withdrawn equitably also? 

The last question has especial appli- 
cation to the immediate future, since 
the Secretary is under the necessity of 
withdrawing funds, both for expendi- 
tures and to provide a surplus against 
another time of need, which is as sure 
to recur as seedtime and harvest. New 
York has little to fear, whatever test of 
equitable distribution be applied. The 
Secretary supplies a standard tn which 
the word equity does not appear. He 
remarks that he would gladly see “ in- 
telligent ’ legislation which should less- 
en his responsibilities by adapting the 
“movement of currency more nearly 
automatically to the requirements of 
business,” But the Aldrich bill makes 
no pretense of doing anything except 
under panic pressure.

THE ARREST OF THIEVES. 
The figures of arraignments present- 
ed by Judge -Wante of the Board of 
City Magistrates show sufficiently that 
Commissioner BIncHAM is making head- 
way. In the first division, comprising 
the Boroughs of Manhattan and the 
Bronx, the 31.9 per cent. more arraign- 
ments for robbery, 18 per cent. more for 
burglary, 4.4 per cent. more for grand 
larceny, and the increase of 5.8 per cent. 
for all causes, representing a gross total 
of 149,949 arrests in 1907 as compared 
with 141,292 in 1906, reveal especial 
diligence in “ getting after" the thieves, 
The Police Commissioner in his annual 
‘report recorded 4,470 arrests for felo- 
nies by the Detective Bureau tn 1907, as 
nst 2,091 for, 1906, while the sen- 
wed on Dete-tive Bureau 
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Ham's statement that the police force 
“is coping with the situation.” 

But there need not be so much orime 
and so many criminals in the city as 
these figures reveal. The total arrests 
represent more than the whole popula- 
tion of some fairsized cities. For one 
thing, no law exists compelling pawn- 
brokers to keep full and accurate rec- 
ords of articles received, with descrip- 
tions of persons disposing of personal 
property over their counters, such as. 
governs the dealings of pawnbrokers in 
other large cities. There is no earthly 
reason why honest pawnbrokers, junk- 
shop keepers, and dealers in second- 
hand merchandise should not unite to 
urge the passage of such a law by the 
present Legislature, so that they may 
avoid in future the ruinous competition 
of dealers operating “fences” for 
stolen goods, 


HOPE FOR THE FORESTS. 
The advocates of National forest res- 
ervations in the Southern Appalachian 


00 Mountains and in the White Mountains 
00 have applied to their propaganda a 


valuable principle, which is having its 
effect upon Congress. At the close of 
the last session Congress granted 
grudgingly the sum of $25,000 for a 
study of the 20,000,000 acres of non- 
egricultural land in six States of the 
South, and of the 600,000 acres in the 
White Mountains which represent the 
strategic points of watersheds at the 
sources of great and powerful rivers. 
The report of this investigation, which 
was oonducted by Assistant Forester 
Wri1tiam L. Hauu with the aid of the 
Geological Survey, is said to be so thor- 
ough and accurate that large interests 
in the territory described need go no 
further to determine precisely and in 
detail the extent to which their busi- 
ness is at present affected, and would 
be affected in future, by a continuance 
of the policy of denuding the forests. 
When the report was published by Sec- 
retary WiLson Tup Times ventured to 
predict that no further agitation, no 
preachments about safeguarding the 
noble forests, about preventing destruc- 
tion of scenery and health resorts, or 
vague statements of immense damage 
done by fire and flood would be re- 
quired to gain the respectful ear of 
Congress. 

Forester Hauu’s naked report was 
enough to draw to Washington yester- 
day the Governors of fifteen States, 
twenty representative business men 
from each State, and delegations from 
the National Lumbermen’s Association, 
the American Civic Association, and 
the Institute of Electrical Engineers, 
which is interested in the water pow- 
ers, to urge before the House Commit- 
tee the immediate passage of Represen- 
tative Curripr’s bill for the purchase 
of land sufficient to create the needed 
reserves—the first Federal purchases of 
the kind east of the Mississippi. Speak- 
er CANNON, who has from year to year 
easily fought off the measure, was re- 
ported fn a dispatch from Washington 
yesterday to have said to Representa- 
tive Arken: “I don’t see how I can hold 
out against {t. When New England and 
the South get together on a proposition

When considering the United States 
alone we marveled at the magnitude of 
the figures. Billions are astronomical 
figures, and our foreign trade totaled 
three billions. But England and Ger- 
many are smaller nations. Their com- 
bined populations exceed the population 
of the United States by some twenty 
millions, or roughly about one-quarter. 
Yet separately they make our enormous 
figures look small. Against our total of 
foreign trade of three and a third bill- 
ions Germany alone has three and three- 
quarter billions. England's imports 
alone almost equal our exports and im- 
ports together. And the comparison is 
stronger than appears, because the fig- 
ures above are reduced to their lowest 
dimensions, the exports including only 
British produce, and not including al- 
most a half billion of “ re-exports,” that 
is, of exports of foreign produce which 
passed through England en route, upon 
a orude analogy to the “‘ bonded” trade 
of a protectionist nation. 

But in such comparisons it {s not 
the totals so much as the differences 
which are significant. Looking at 
the comparisons of 1906 with 1907 
{t is aot the largeness but the small. 
ness of the United States figures 
which attracts attention. Where the 
United States totals are larger by a 
hundred millions the totals of the other 
countries are larger by several hun- 
dreds. And where the United States’ 
excess of exports is Increased by a piti- 
ful $22,400,000, EXngland’s decreased 
$513,000,000. But a decrease of an ex- 
cess of imports signifies so much less 
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. 
our excess of exports is pleasing to us. 


‘We measure the gains of foreign trade 
by our oredits abroad. Englishmen 
measure the profits of their foreign 
trade by the decrease of their debits. 
The sum of the two denotes a half bill- 
fon to the good for a nation half as nu- 
merous as ourselves. 

In order to make these comparisons at 
all fair it is necessary to reduce them 
to per capita entries. The latest Treas- 
ury calculation is as follows:

The United States, we grieve to say, 
is in the “also ran” class, even as 
compared with France, where enter- 
prise is declining and money is 
sent abroad because there is little 
use for it at home. Germany labors 
under the same tariff discourage- 
ment to enterprise as ourselves in 
kind, but not in quality. That 1s to 
say, while protection does hamper Ger- 
man commerce, it is so much more sci- 
entific that it {is as small a burden as 
need be. We are not under the same 
necessity as Germany to erect commer- 
cial blockades, for we have but one 
neighboring ‘‘ enemy,” Canada, where 
Germany has hostile camps on every 
side. If we would but tear down the 
commercial] fence on the Dominion bor- 
der both sides would profit.

The Yale Alumni Weekly has a repu- 
tation for sobriety and trustworthiness. 
When it informs us that the most 
frugal student at Wellesley pays only 
$5 a year for laundry work, while the 
washing and ironing expenses of the 
most economical student at Yale 
amount to $15 annually, we must ac- 
cept the statement in spite of our 
amazement. This is no undergraduate 
calumny. Tho figures have been com- 
piled by a “ patient investigator,” 

Our own impression had been that a 
young woman’s washing generally costs 
about $5 a week, but the statistics 
from this institution of feminine learn- 
ing open one’s eyes. We must not 
infer, however, that Yale is cleaner 
than Wellesley. Quite the contrary. 
The economical student of a woman’s 
college has ways of her own to de- 
crease educational expenses. At Yale 
the standing rule of “ No laundry work 
permitted in the rooms” is strictly ob- 
served, A Yale man caught doing a 
bit of his own washing would be in a 
position as embarrassing as if he were 
caught knitting his own neckties. A 
Yale student who gets along with $15 
worth of washing tn a year must 
eschew starched linen as much as pos- 
sible. 

But a Wellesley girl who cannot get 
along without many things that re- 
quire laundering can still wear shirt- 
waists. Window sills of back rooms 
are good drying places, at a pinch, and 
very little goes to the professional 
laundress that does not require elab- 
orate doing up. 

So, with a little thought, our amaze- 
ment subsides and we have recetved 
new light on the higher education of 
women. The revelation {s éncouraging. 
A girl who, for the sake of a classical 
education, will do most of her own 
washing, keep her yearly expenses for 
lodging and board within $125, and de- 
vote only $40 to “pleasure and inci- 
dentals” is worth while. On the whole, 
the discipline to which she submits {fs 
worth as much to her as the education 
she receives. Such a girl deserves to 
marry a multi-millionaire, although we 
see by the papers that few multi-mill- 
fonaires are worthy of such girls.

With all gentleness, but also with all 
firmness, we must refuse to recognize 
the existence of any such obligation, ex- 
cept in cases when we have unintention- 
ally fallen into misstatement or injustice, 
and then we never deny it. Ordinarily, 
we must use our own judgment as to 
what letters shall and shall not be 
printed. One displeased correspondent 
refers to “ those who labor for the public 
interest and real benefit, but who fail 
in their efforts because the newspapers 
only print such things as accord with 
their own idea of fitness.”” Can he sug- 
gest any other standard, or advise news- 
papers to print things that did not so 
accord? 


It is the justice, rather 
than the severity, of the 
sentence imposed upon a 
reckless automobilist over 
in New Jersey this week 
that will {impress most people who hear 
about the case. A Newark dentist drove 
his car at full speed through a crowded 
city street. When he ran down a man he 
rushed on without an attempt to ascertain 
the extent of his victim's injuries, and he 
was only brought to a stop miles beyond 
when he had collided with a wagon and 
done further damage. 

As it happened the man run over was 
killed. Several days later the dentist sur- 
rendered himself for trial, and this was 
the only mitigating feature of his case. 
The explanation of it was that he and his 
companions in the car had been drinking. 
This fact, most properly, the Judge re- 
fused to treat as an excuse, and, after 
expressing a righteous indignation against 
such utter disregard of public rights and 
safety as the dentist had displayed, sent 
him to jail for eighteen months. 

The effect of this disposition of the case 
can hardly fail to be doubly good. It will 
serve as a needed warning to others who 
need to be impressed with the unwisdom 
of combining intoxication with automo- 
biling, while sensible users of motor cars, 
by commending the imprisonment, instead 
of the fining, of this unworthy member 
of the fraternity, can free themselves 
from the unpopularity which acts more 
or less like his have tended to bring upon 
the whole of It. 

One cannot but regret the absence of a 
license system which would make it im- 
possible for a man convicted of a crime 
like this from ever sitting at a steering 
wheel again.

Of course, there is more to eugenics 
than this, and not all of its proposals are 
open to objections as conclusive as in 
this extreme case, but somehow all its 
analogies are disquieting.

TAKE SUBMARINES BY PANAMA. 


Tow Them to Colon and Take Them 
Across the Isthmus by Rall. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

From the article in Tup Times of to- 
day, headed ‘‘ Submarines for Pacific,” it 
may not be inappropriate to state that 
the matter of 4ransportation of subma- 
rines is quite analogous to the transpor- 
tation of gunboats, which have been car- 
ried by rail by the French Government. 

That submarines or other boats too 
small to sail by themselves can be car- 
ried on decks of larger boats admits of no 
doubt; it is simply a question of proper 
fastening to the deck of the carrying 
steamer, 

The writer, when agent of the French 
Panama Canal, against all advices from 
so-called competent men, sent with suc- 
cess over to Colon, by towing, several 
barges, fully loaded. The insurance com- 
pany, naturally conservative, charged a 
premium of 18 per cent., and after the suc- 
cessful arrival of the first lot of barges 
lowered the rate to 8 per cent. 

Encouraged by the success of this so- 
called crazy experiment, the owners of 
the four largest dredges then known ocon- 
cluded to have them towed from Phila- 
deiphia to Colon. In this case, as in the 
first experiment, Colon was reached with- 
out accident worth mentioning. 

Why not have the submarines towed to 
Colon and with a car properly construct- 
ed carry them across the Isthmus on the 
Panama Railroad to Panama, and from 
there have them towed to the port of des- 
tination on the Pacific? This will avoid 
the dangerous navigation of the Strait 
of Magellan or Cape Horn,

sible and transportation by rall also from 
previous trials, If any ditional testi- 
mony is needed to show the possibility of 
transportation by rail the intel t and 
able work of the late Capt. should 
be convincing.

A Reply to the Charge That the Pro- 
cedure There Is Unduly Slow. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

The letter of Frank M. Franklin in your 
issue of last Saturday Is grossly unjust, 
unfair, and at variance with the facts. 

1. He states that ‘a case was made re- 
turnable in that court the 14th inst., did 


\ not appear on the calendar that day, and; 
twenty times as many letters as we Canjinstead appeared another day and was 


dismissed because there was no one in 
court to take care of the case on the 
wrong day.” He refers to Bader vs. 
Singer. The calendar and the docket of 
the court show that it was returnable on 
the 14th inst., that it was not dismissed, 
but was set down for inquest on the 15th 
inst., and on that day adjourned to 
Feb. 17. 

2. He states that ‘‘a judgment was ob- 
tained on the 10th of January and an 
order for an execution was promptly 
given to the Marshal, but the Marshal 
has been unable to obtain same since "’— 
his letter being dated Jan. 22. The records 
show that the execution was issued on 
Jan. 17. 

8. He states that ‘“‘on Jan. 15 a motion 
came up, and, after sending half a dozen 
times to the Clerk, it was discovered that 
the decision rendered upon the motion 
disposed of the entire action, although 
the motion wag not for that purpose at 
all.” He refers to his own case, Frank 
Mu. Franklin vs. Sadie and Jacob Lewis. 
The records show that a motion was made 
to dismiss as against Sadie Lewis on 
Jan. 15, on whom service had been made 
by substitution, on the ground that the 
papers on which the order of substitu- 
tion had been granted had not been filed 
with the Clerk, as required by statute. 
Such being the fact, the motion was 
granted and an order entered Jan. 20 
disf&{ssing the action only as against the 
defendant, Sadie Lewis, with costs. Mr 
Franklin applied to be relleved from the 
payment of costs, which was done on Fri- 
day last. On Saturday his letter ap- 
peared. 

4. He states that “the confusion and 
lack of system which prevail in the Sec- 
ond District are simply disgraceful.” The 
fact is that an excellent system has been 
adopted and ts tn full working order, and 
there is no more confusion than naturally 
results from the increased volume of liti- 
gation. The dockets show that.since Jan. 
2 892 cases have been tried, 680 settled, 
dismissed, or discontinued; 606 inquests 
taken, and 2,965 landlord and tenant pro- 
ceedings disposed of, 

5. He falls to state that one of the 
reasons for his having had trouble with 
the Clerk’s office is the fact that in Laitin 
vs. Slegel, in which judgment was had 
on inquest on Jan. 24, the summons had 
originally been issued against Smith as 
defendant, and had been altered, with- 
out order of court or knowledge of the 
Clerk, after it had left the Clerk's hands, 
so as to run against Siegel as defendant. 
-6. He claims that “those who congre- 
gate there every morning cannot even 
get a glimpse of the Judge when he calls 
the very lengthy calendar.’’ The fact Is 
that Judge Roesch stands while calling 
the calendar, is in full view of the audi- 
ence, and that Frank M. Franklin him- 
self always is directly in front of the 
bench. 

7. It is untrue that the conditions are 
worse than in the past. As a matter of 
fact, the transaction of business in this 
court since Jan. 2 has met with general 
approval, It is unfortunate that the 
Court House itself is not better adapted 
or more conveniently located, but, as it 
is public property and was the only 
bullding large enough in the new district 
for the purpose, none other could be se- 
lected. Every case is clearly and dis~ 
tinctly called, the calendars of the court 
are accessible to the bar, there is @ sec- 
ond call, so that no case might be over- 
looked, and for a period of a week as 
many as ten Judges held court in the 


bullding—Justices Seaman, Joseph, San- 
ders, Hoffman, Sheil, Spiegelberg, Young, 
Sturgis, Blake, and Roesch. As the let- 
ter of Mr. Tantzer, Chairman of the Sub- 
Committee on Municipal Court of the Citi- 
zens’ Union in The Law Journal of to- 
day very aptly explains, ‘‘The very re- 
organization has inevitably brought with 
it new problems, and there is bound to 
be some difficulty until those having busi- 
ness with the court shall have adjusted 
themselves to the new conditions.’”’ Com- 
mon justice requires that these facts be 
made known, so that the profession and 
the community may see that the officials 
of the court are striving earnestly and 
conscientiously to perform their whole 
duty and cope with the vast amount of 
work cast upon them by the act of 1907.

cars. When tired of riding he would 
alight and go to the nearest Post Office, 
where he knew he would be kindly treat- 
ed. And when his wanderlust again seized 
him he would go unerringly to the rail- 
way station, wait until he saw a railway 
mail car, and hop aboard. 

It is unnecessary to import dogs for 
police duty. My experience shows that 
the common native mongrel can be 
trained for the work.

NO KISSENA PARK ARRESTS. | 


It Is Rumored, However, That War- 
rants Will Be Issued To-morrow. 


Politicians, go-betweens, and land specu- 
lators who took part fn the sale of eighty- 
seven acres of land, known as Kissena 
Park, to the City of New York for more 
than $500,000, will learn what is in store 
for them to-morrow as a result of a two 
weeks’ investigation by the Queens Coun- 
ty Grand Jury under the direction of 
Deputy Attorney General Nathan Vidaver, 
when they make their report to Justice 
Garretson in the Flushing Supreme Court, 
That three indictments have already been 
found is generally conceded, and how 
many more may be forthcoming is a 
matter of conjecture. 

It was thought that bench warrants 
might issue for the apprehension of the 
men already supposed to be under indict- 


ment, but Justice Garretson adjourned 
the court for the term yesterday without 
any new developments. The Grand Jury 
continued their work, and among the wit- 
nesses re-examined were John R. Paris 
and Edward A. Macdougal of the real 
estate firm of Paris & Macdougal of 
Flushing, who participated in the sale of 
the park to the city. 

A rumor gained circulation late in the 
afternoon that Joseph Bermel, President 
of Queens Borough, whose name was 
brought into the Kissena Park matter in 
open court by Mr. Vidaver when he stated 
that the Grand Jury was investigating an 
action of the State of New York against 
Joseph Bermel, intended resigning as 
President of the Borough of Queens. It 
is said that Mr. Bermel is in ill-health. 
He has already resigned as Chairman of 
the Democratic County Committee, giving 
as his reason that {lJ-health and a multi- 
plicity of other duties prevented him from 
continuing in that office. 


KILLED COMING FROM FIRE. 


Driver Falls Under His Engine—Two 
Hurt—Six Families Burned Out. 


David Gressler discovered a fire in the 
two-family frame house in which he lives 
at 80 East Thirty-elghth Street, Flatbush, 
early yesterday morning, and hurried his 
wife and children to the street. Then he 
aroused the occupants of the adjoining 


Arthur Watson and his wife and seven- 
year-old daughter, Edith, who lived on 
the second floor of Gressler’s house, were 
cut off from the stairway by the flames. 
Gressler raised a ladder to a window and 
attempted to carry Mrs. Watson and the 
girl down. The ladder broke and the wo- 
man and child fell to the ground, Gressler 
saving himself by clinging to the window 
sill 
Mrs. Watson and her daughter received 
internal injuries and were taken to the 
Kings County Hospital. The flames spread 
to the houses at 28 tg 32 East Thirty- 
eighth Street, rendering six families tem- 
porarily homeless and causing property 
damage amounting to $15,000. 

Matthew Miller, driver of Engine No. 
149, was driving through Canarsie Ave- 
nue, near Snyder Avenue, after the 
fire, when the engine ran into a rough 
place in the road. Miller was jolted from 
his piace, He-fell at the horses’ heels 
and the wheels of the engine passed over 
his neck, killing him instantly. 

Miller was married and lived at 1,417 
Bedford Avenue. He was 40 years old, 
and was formerly a member of the old 
Malbone Volunteer Hose Company. 

The police suspect that the firé was of 
incendiary origin. 


RESTRICT THEIR FIRE RISKS. 


Companies Are Limiting Insurance In 
Downtown Wholesale District. 


The obtaining of fire insurance may 

become a serious problem at no very 
distant date for merchants and property 
owners in the wholesale district between 
Chambers and Fourteenth Streets and 
3roadway and Lafayette Street unless 
the underwriters change their policy of 
steadily reducing their liability in that 
territory. 

This policy {s not of recent origin, but 
was the result of a detailed report as to 
conditions in this city made nearly two 
years ago by @ committee of the National 
Board of Fire Underwriters. Recent dis- 
closures in connection with the Parker 
Building fire have, if anything, caused 
the insurance companies to restrict still 
further the amount of their risks in the 
big wholesale district. 

Asked to what extent the restriction had 
already been carried, Secretary George W. 
Hoyt of the Liverpool & London & Globe 
Company replied that it could not be 
exactly defined in figures, but that all of 
the large companies were steadily cutting 
down their risks in the district and that 
the smaller companies, presumably, were 
following suit. 

Mr. Hoyt added that he did not think 
the companies would be disposed to 
change this policy even after the new 
high-pressure salt water service Ig in 
operation. 

Cc. F. Shallcross, manager of the Royal 
Insurance Company, Chairman of the 
Committee on Fire Alarm System of the 
New York Board of Fire Underwriters, 
expressed a similar opinion. He is not 
enthusiastic about the new high-pressure 
service unless there shall be a complete 
rehabilitation of the fire-alarm system. 

“The finest water supply imaginable 
would not be of much use,” he said, “* un- 
less the Fire Department can learn 
promptly of the starting of a fire.”’ 


Ordering What One Cannot Eat. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

At one of the fashionable restaurants, where 
four of ug dined, I ordered one portion of 
broiled smelts tn bread crumbs, (seven smelts,) 
but they !tnformed me that I must order two 
portions. I told them that I could not use two 
portions, and I did not want them. When I 
ordered one broiled chicken they tnformed me 
that I must order two broiled chickens, although 
we could use but one broiled chicken. We had 
soup, fish, game, several vegetables, salad, ice 
cream, cheese, and coffee, and my bill was suf- 
ficiently large to allow me to order what we 
could use, but they insisted upon my ordering 
what had to be sent back on the ground that 
{t was the fule of their house, I refused, and 
in consequence was charged $1 for extra serv- 
ice, which I paid without protest, but shall 
certainly remember. In the end I do not believe 
that the $1 will be of any great benefit to the 
restaurant. 

At the high prices charged, everything being 
served at a large profit, it should be sufficient 
in ordering an elaborate dinner to allow people 
to order what they can eat and not oblige them 
to pay for food which they kpow will be re- 
turned to the kitchen. . AL kL

7,000,000 Acres in Appalachian 
and White Mountain Regions. 


WOULD SAVE WATER POWER 


Experts Demonstrate That Manufac- 
turing, Commerce, and Rainfall 
Are All Affected. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 30.—Governors and 
their representatives, other State officials, 
Federal experts, Presidents of commercial 
and civil associations, and officers and 
members of a dozen forestry bodies num- 
bering nearly 200, and representing ull the 
States east of the Mississippi River, ex- 
cept Florida, Illinois, Indiana, and Mis- 
Sissippi, appeared as a special forestry 
delegation before the House Committee on 
Agriculture to-day. 

Under the leadership of Gov. Hoke 
Smith of Georgia they made an exception- 
ally forceful showing of facts and figures 
in support of the Currier bill, appropriat-. 
ing $5,000,000 for the purchase of about 
7,000,000 acres of mountain lands tn the 
Appalachian and White Mountains, to be 
held as National forest reserves for the 
conservation and control of the navigable 
and power-producing streams of the 
States affected. 

Though each State speaker confined. 
himself, in a measure, to the pecullag 
needs of the section he represented, the 
major chord played on by .all was the 
vital necessity of Federal reclamation of 
the headwater lands throughout the White 
Mountain and Appalachian chains, and 
by preservation and reforestation, con- 
serving and controlling annually the 
stream-flows so that their power-produce 
ing Capacity shall be retained. 

Philip W. Ayres of New Hampshire, 
Forester of the Soclety for the Protection 
of New Hampshire Forests, and a delega- 
tion representative of Dartmouth College~ 
which owns 26,000 acres of land within 
the areas concerned—spoke of the dee 
structive practice of cutting off spruce 
— for the manufacture of white paper 
pulp. 

I. C. White, State Geologist of West 
Virginia, made the statement that more 
commerce passes through the City of 
Pittsburg than through any four other 
manufacturing cities in the world, due: 
primarily to the industrial value of the 
Monongahela River and its tributaries. 
Millions of dollars, he said, are being 
spent to improve the navigability of the 
Monongahela and the Ohio, yet the con- 
tinued practice of cutting oft the foreste 
contiguous to thém means the filling up of 
those streams with soil and storm-borne 
débris. 

Frederick C. De Main, appearing for the 
Governor of Massachusetts, and as a rep- 
resentative of the cotton manufacturerg 
of that State, laid before the committee 
data concerning the variation of water 
power in Massachusetts and its diminue 
tion from year to year, necessitating the 
installation of steam auxiliary plants te 
do the cotton and woolen fabricating 
work formerly done solely by water 
power.

** And I held the watch on the Senator 
from Brooklyn,” Mr, Conklin said, in be- 
ginning his speech, “4nd if he was not 
80 much opposed to racing, I should say

Miss Strachan was the first speaker in- 
troduced by John Francis Yawger, the 
Chairman of the meeting, and the only 
person in evening dress, 

“It is just as fair to pay teachers ac- 
cording to height and weight as for sex,’’ 
she said.

SHUBERTS LOSE A STAR. 


Virginia Harned Declines to Tour 
Again In “ Camille.” 


Virginia Harned confirmed yesterday 
reports that she hag severed her con- 
nection with the Shubert management. 
Though there has been no disagreement, 
Miss Harned said she felt that she could 
appear more advantageously under some 
other direction. 

Rumors that Miss Harned had left the 
Shubert fold have created some talk on 
Broadway, since her husband, E. H. 
Sothern, now at the Lyric Theatre, is the 
chief star of the Shubert forces. 

Miss Harned appeared under the Shubert 
direction last season in ‘‘ The Love Let- 
ter,’ a translation from the French of 
Sardou, and was seen early in the present 
season at the Herald Square Theatre in a 
dramatization of Tolstoy’s “ 4una Kare- 
nina.”’ As this very expensive production 
did not do what was expected of it on 
tour it was abandoned some time ago and 
the Shuberts announced that Miss Harned 
would go on tour for the rest of the year 
in a revival of “ Camille.””’ Though the 
piece was put into rehearsal, the com- 
pany never lett New York. 

Miss Harned last night discussed the 
matter most frankly. ‘ They wanted me 
to do ‘Camille,’”’ she said, “I objected, 
because I have already done it in about 
every part of the United States, and I 
didn’t see what was to be gained from the 
production or how I could have any fresh 
territory. 

‘IT did not wish to do any of the old 
plays again, and the Shuberts did not 
seem to have any play for me. So we 
discussed the matter and concluded to let 
things drop. It is perfectly trut that I 
will not appear again under the Shuberts. 
I have a number of plans and expect to 
appear again this season. However, I am 
not yet prepared to say under what man- 
agement I will appear or in what play.” 


DECISION AGAINST THEATRES. 


Court Declines to Interfere In Enforce. 
ment of the Missouri Sunday Law. 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., Jan. 80.—Judge 
Smith McPherson, in the United States 
District Court here to-day, handed down 


a decision declining to interfere with the 
officials of this county in the enforce- 
ment of the Missour! statute making un- 
necessary labor on Sunday a misdemeanor. 

The decision was rendered in a case 
brought in the name of Nance O’Nell, the 
actress, and Kansas City theatres, who 
sought permanently to enjoin the county 
Grand Jury from indicting them. 

The decision is a victory for Judge Will- 
fara H. Wallace of the Criminal Court, 
who in his campaign against Sunday labor 
has caused the indictment of 2,000 stage 
folk and theatrical managers and at- 
tachés, as well as hundreds of store- 
keepers, for alleged violation of the Sun- 
day law. 

Judge McPherson says that the proper 
course for the complainants is to seek 
trial in the Criminal Court and then take 
an appeal to the State Supreme Court, 
an inally to the Supreme Court of the 
United States.

LONDON, Jan, 80.—Sir Henry W. Tyler, 
Chairman of the Westinghouse Brake 


Company, and Deputy Chairman of the 
Great Eastern Railway Company, died to- 
day. From 1877 to 1895 he was President 
of the Grand Trunk Railway of Canada. 


Sir Henry Whatley Tyler was born in 
Mayfair, London, March 7, 1827. After

DAY KILLS THREE 


Charitable Institutions and City 
Lodging House Crowded 
with Suffering Poor. 


MERCURY 6 DEGREES ABOVE 


Weather Bureau Promises That To-day 
Will Be Warmer—Old Driver 
Drops from Horse Car. 


New York shivered and suffered in al- 
most zero weather yesterday. The Weath- 
er Bureau records showed that it was 
colder by 10 degrees than the previous 
coldest day this Winter. From 7 to 9 
A. M. the instruments at the Weather 
Bureau showed a minimum register of 6 
degrees, and it was nearly 10 o’clock be- 
fore the mercury started climbing. Then 
it went up to 15 degrees at 2 o'clock. A 
biting northwester brought the cold wave 
this way, the wind blowing steadily all 
day at a uniform velocity of about twen- 
ty-five miles an hour. 

At least three persons are known to 
hhave died as a direct result of the cold, 
while those overcome and sent to hos- 
pitals totaled near!y a score. In the poor- 
er districts the suffering was intense, and 
tthe charitable institutions and city lodg- 
{ng houses were crowded with homeless 
men, women, and children last night. 

The first death reported was that of a 
veteran driver of the old Belt Line horse 
car system—Patrick Allen. He was driv- 
ing his car to the barns at Fourteenth 
Street and Avenue B, when he told his 
conductor that in all his forty years as 
@ car driver he had not suffered so from 
the cold. The car had almost reached the 
barn, when the old man gave a gasp,-.and 
tumbled off his platform into the street. 
He was picked up and hurried off to 
Bellevue, where he died soon after. 

John J. Harrington of 1,478 Vyse Ave- 
nue was the second victim of the arctio 
weather. Harrington, who was a Bronx 
news dealer, was found in an open lot on 
Hunt’s Point Road. near the Southern 
Boulevard, by a man who sent in a 
hurry call to the Lebanon Hospital for 
an ambulance. When the ambulance sur- 
geon got there the man was so far gone 
that all efforts to rouse him failed. He 
died in the hospital early yesterday morn- 
ing. The third man was overcome by the 
cold and fell at Sixty-sixth Street and 
Broadway. His skull was fractured and 
he died. He is unidentified. 

A man who gave his name as Ginter 
Empel is in the New York Hospital ina 
critical condition as a result of an acci- 
dent that was due to the weather. Police- 
man Smith found him in Union Square 
so stiff with cold that for a time Smith 
thought the man was dead. When Empel 
was examined by the doctors at the hos- 
pital they found that when he fell on the 
ice he had broken his hip. 

Policeman Frank Conboy of the West 


Sixty-eighth Street Station was still an-| 


other victim of the cold. Conboy was on 
duty in Central Park West, when ho 
slipped on the ice, near Sixty-sixth Street, 
and fell. When he struck the ground his 
pistol went off, the bullet passing through 
the flesh of the right hip. The wound was 
mot serious, and Dr. Swan of Roosevelt 


Hospital, who was summoned to dress the 
wound, said Conboy would be ail right in 
a few days. 

At the City Lodging House Supt. Yorke 
said that, cold as the weather was, the 
mumber of persons cared for there on 
Wednesday night had been surpassed once 
before this Winter,in December, when more 
than 600men and women had been cared for. 
Despite this showing, however. Mr. Yorke 
said that the records show that the 
lodging house has been taxed for ac- 
commodation more ‘this year than at any 
time in its history. 

At the Weather Bureau yesterday it 
was said that the weather would begin 
to get warmer to-day. The thermometer 
may get down to 8 or 10 degrees this 
morning, Forecaster Emery said, and by 
the afternoon the warm wave should be 
making itself felt.

banking institution. Money conditions, 
while they underwent Improvement se far 
jas they affected Stock Exchange securi- 
ties, continued unfavorable as regards 
the liquidation of the usual banking col- 
lateral, and trade conditions were such 
as to make the collection of debts due 
these banks extremely difficult. The in- 
| evitable result was a slow growth of 
| fresh deposits and unsatisfactory collec- 
| tions of cash, and the remarkable feature 
lof the whole situation is that the banks 
| in question were able to make such head- 
| way as they really did up to the time of 
their enforced closing. This good work 
must be attributed solely to the excel- 
lent measures, of the new factors in these 
banks, and there is little reason to be- 
lieve that depositors will face any loss 
whatever as a result of the recelverships. 
As a whole the situation Is better than 
it has been at any time since the troubles 
of the Fall set in. 

Upon the Stock Exchange there was a 
disposition to consider these happenings 
in the banking world as of much less 
importance than the tenor of the mes- 
sage which it understands President 
Roosevelt is to lay before Congress to- 
day. The wildest possible reports were 
freely circulated concerning the various 
items of this document, and if only the 
smallest percentage of the alleged con- 
tents is true, it cannot fail to prove a 
factor of extreme importance in the finan- 
cial situation. All this tended to restrict 
the trading in stocks and in some measure 
to hold in check prices, but the actual 
supply of securities was so limited that 
the slightest evidence of short covering 
sufficed to move prices forward, and 
there was enough of this class of buying 
to lead to small but general advances at 
the close of the day. Considerable atten- 
tion was devoted to the unexpectedly fa- 
vorable earnings statement of the Read- 
ing for the month of December, the prop- 
erty showing an increase in net earn- 
ings, while other roads with almost en- 
tire unanimity have reported losses in net, 
and such items as those relating to the 
reopening of manufacturing plants were 
also well received. Another matter of 
importance was the break of over two 
cents in the price of wheat on grain mar- 
kets, the decline following the news of a+ 
fall of snow over the wheat States, a most 
acceptable development. 

Money markets underwent little change, 
and the prevailing characteristic was once 
more the ease in rates on both call and 
time loans. The Treasury continues to 
draw in deposits, and the result is a small es aia 
loss to the Sub-Treasury in this city by 
local banks. The Bank of England's 
weekly statement disclosed further bet- 
terment of its position, the proportion of 
reserves to liabilities standing now at 
56.68 per cent. against 54.87 per cent. last 
week. Its present percentage is much the 
strongest for this season in over ten 
years.
